I, dilliam underson Beattic, of 632 St, Kilda Road, Molbourne formerly 
No. 129833 Flying Officer J. «,. Beattic of Royal australian sirforce, make 
oath and say:- 


l. In Scptember 1942 I was a mombor of 2/4 Independent Company and embarked 
with that Company on H.!.S. Voyagor fcr Timor, I disombarked in Timor and 
went up in October 1942 to the neighborhood of Dilli. at thet time the 
Japanese were in occupaticn <f Dilli. I remained in the Dilli area until 
Decomber 1942, part of my duty being to obtain information concerning 
Japancse Forees in occupation of Dilli. 


2. I know Fathers Noverto and Pires. They wore Catholic priests at the 
4dministgative Center Ainaro in the provinco of Suro. I knew them very 
well and thoy were strictly neutrel es far as the var vas conecrned, They 
were only interested in thoir ain mission work. In carly October 1942 wo 
left sinaro for scvorel days on patrol and a very large patrol of Jars 

came into Jinaro from the direction of 4licn, unknown to us. On our return 
to 4inaro soveral days later I went up to the houso where the priests 

lived and found that it was completely ransacked. I inquired from a mission 
boy as to the whereabouts of tho pricsts. He told me to go over to the 
Church. I wont over and found some bloodstained clothing outside the 
Church and on going in noticed the bodics imperfectly buricd, where the 
concrete floor had been picked up and a wooden platform placcd over it. 

I lator sav tho mission toy who looked after thom in their house. He told 
me that the Japancse hed quostioned than asking whow tho sustrelian soldicrs 
“oro, They refused to disclose our whereabouts. The Japs had then tied 
their ankles together and had tied their heads down to thoir ankles and 
payonetted them to death. 


3. On 12th Decomber 1942 the Japancse attacked us near «tsabeo. They used 
as a sereen for this attack a number of unamed netives whom they drove in 
front of thom. About 50 to 60 natives were used end a number of them 

wore killed, We also sav tha. burning native huts in the arca of iit, Katrai 
and shooting the women and children as they ran from the huts. This was a 
rcgular practice among tho Japs to make it unpopular with the natives to 
assist us. 


4. & dcctor who vas the brother-in-law of the Portuguese «dministrator 
of Manatuto told mo that the Administrator’ had been frequently questioned 
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by Capt:in Moriyema head of the loeal Fompai Tai, end that the Jdministrator 
disappeared onc i.i.ght. on th lici*ng moruing a netive called on hid wife 


and left & sack which contained his cut up remins.
